The  Albert  Research  Council  has  several  series  of  re- 
search publications,  including  Bulletins,  Reports,  Infor- 
mation Series,  and  Maps.  Some  categories,  such  as 
Exploratory  Soil  Survey  Reports,  have  been  discon- 
tinued, whereas  others,  such  as  the  Coal  Report  series, 
have  been  added  recently.  Please  note  that  there  will 
be  gaps  in  the  numbering  as  some  reports  have  been 
withdrawn  over  the  years. 

This  publication  outlines  the  various  categories  of 
Research  Council  publications,  and  then  lists  all  reports 
and  maps  according  to  their  series.  People  wishing  to 
locate  a  specific  item  should  first  determine  which 
category  it  belongs  to  and  identify  its  number  (for  ex- 
ample, 75-2)  if  possible.  If  it  is  not  in  the  listing  for  that 
series,  it  may  appear  in  a  related  series.  For  example,  a 
report  on  some  aspects  of  earth  science  could  be  found 
in  several  categories,  including  Bulletins,  Earth  Scien- 
ces Reports,  Earth  Sciences  Notes,  Information  Series, 
Memoirs,  Reports,  Economic  Geology  Reports,  and 
Open  File  Reports.
